2. Click on “Search"' and “Advanced Search”. 

3. Select “Received Date” and enter 01/01/2017 to 12/31/2017. 

4. Select “Type”, from the drop down click “request”. 

5. Select “Agency”, enter “Environmental Protection Agency”. 

6. Once these fields have been filled, click “Search” and the report will generate.

6416J, Washington, DC 20001. Your appeal must be made in writing, and it must be received no 
later than 90 calendar days from the dale of this letter. 1 he Agency will not consider appeals 
received after the 90- calendar day limit. Appeals received after 5:00 pm ES1 will be considered 
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received the next business day. The appeal letter should include the FOIA tracking number listed 
above. For quickest possible handling, the subject line of your email, the appeal letter, and its 
envelope, if applicable, should be marked "Freedom of Information Act Appeal." Additionally, 
you may seek assistance from EPA's FOIA Public Liaison at hq.foia@epa.gov or (202)566- 
1667, or from the Office of Government Information Services (OGIS).
